GRANITE DYKE DAM SITE ,- 


IN SAN GABRIEL CANYON 


CONDEMNED BY ENGINEER

To supplement the report of the engineering commission 


appointed by the board of supervisors to make a careful study 
and investigation of the plan of the flood control district, cover- 
ing the design, -type, location and size of the dam in the San 
Gabriel canyon^ the directors oi the San Gabriel Valley Pro- 
tective association, an organization which has safeguarded the 
interests of the water users of the San Gabriel valley for the 
past seven years, deemed it wise to secure^the services of one of 
the most, eminent geologists on the Pacific coast to make an in- 
dependent survey of the site of the proposed dam. Their selec- 
tion" fell upon Andrew 0. Lawson, the head of the department 
of geology of the University of California at Berkeley, a choice 
which has met with the unanimous approval of the citizens of 
this valley. .

In accordance witn the request Of 


your president I have made a geolo- 
gical examination of the 'Granite 
Dyke dam site on the San Gabriel 
river for the purpose of comparing 
it with the .Porks dam site a few 
iniles farther up stream, and beg to 
advise you as follows: 


The general geological features of 


th» two sites are mnc,h. the same. 
The prevailing formation is a dark, 
rather basic granite rock', which is 
shot through in all directions by ir- 
regular dykes of a light colored, acid 
granite rock . There are also a few 
small dykes of common volcani; rock 
of still later date encountered here 


and filers on, the sides of the canyon. 
The whole mass of San 
Gabriel 


mountain has been relatively up- 
lifted, and-in the process has. been 
greatly broken. 
Slips and faults traverse the rocks 


in all directions, and upon these> ad- 
justments of stress have been ef- 
•fected which has tended to stabilize 
the mass as a whole. The process of 
stabilization is probably., •complete 
and there-is now little danger of fur- 
ther movement on any of. the small 
slips which traverse the main. 


The San Gabriel mountain mass 


is, however, bounded by two master 
faults, the one on the north being 
the San Andreas fault, and that on' 
the south the one which .determines

Local Chamber 


Opposes Senate 
Bills Nos. 736-7-8 


The chamber of commerce at its 


meeting last Tuesday passed resolu- 
tions opposing the enactment of sen- 
ate bills Nos. 736, 737, and 738, in- 
troduced by State Senator N. M. 
Allen. These bills are direct blows 
to the county flood control work and 
if enacted would further complicate 
and delay work on the San Gabriel 
dam.The resolutions have been mailed 
to the legislators from this district, 
and other cities of the valley as well 
as the associated chambers have tak- 
en similar action. 


Senate bill 736 would reduce the 


tax levy from 10 cents to 5 cents, 
which would be inadequate for the 
county flood control program. 
No. 


737 would make a two-thirds' major- 
ity necessary for carrying bonds for 
flood protection purposes. Bills 738 
would make it possible to overthrow 
the decision of the voters when they 
voted for the bond issue in 1924, 
and the bills have all the earmarks 
of being sponsored by interests op- 
posing the construction of the San 
Gabriel dam.

Health work in the schools is one 


phase of national conservation in 


hich most people ate intensely in- 
orested. We are familiar with the 
aluo of conservation of national re- 
eurcee such as forests, mines, and 
ve stock, for which the government 
>ends much money, including large 
nounts to prevent the spread of 
Isease among domestic animals. Is 
not just as logical or more logical 


o save the human reaources of the 
ationf However, many of us do not 
alizo the cost of preventable sick- 
ess and loss of human life. That 
lis is not an imaginary loss the 
acts below will indicate. 
\ 


Professor Irving Fisher, the Yale 
hiversity economist, is responsible 
or many Tnaijy estimates of this.fl- 
ancial loss. In tho year 1909 he es- 
imated that the preventable loss of 
ife was shortening the average 
ength of,.life 15 years in this 'coun- 
vy, most of those years being pro- 
uctlve years, placing the annual loss 
n money at $1,070,000,000. Another 
1,000,000,000 is lost due to prevent- 
ble sickness, all of which ho has 
gured out in detail. The sum. totnl 
f this estimated loss amounts to 
ver $2,000,000,000, or four times 
tie entire cost of education in 1909. 
iVhile some progress has been made 
n lengthening human life since then, 
meanwhile values have increased to 
ounteract the favorable influence so 
bat today the facts remain relative- 
y the same. According to a report 
f the Federated American Engineer- 
ng Societies: "The 42,000,000 men 
nd women gainfully employed in 
his country probably each lost, on 
in average, more than eight days an- 
ually from illness disabilities." 
It is easy to figure the financial 


oss for yourself, much of which can 
iO avoided in future years by pro- 
>er instruction and precautions in 
he schools now. You will note that 
he above estimates do not take into 
jonsidoration the sum. total of un 
necessary human suffering. 


The results of the army physical 


examinations was a striking illus- 
;ration of the physical inefficiency in 
.his country. A summary of the ex- 
amination of 2,500,000 men between 
the ages of 18 and 30 have been 
jublished by the government. Fdr- 
;y-six and eight-tenths of %his num 
jer were found to be defective, 
while it was necessary to reject 29.1 
per cent from the military service 
entirely and many others from active 
duty. 


That the above situation prevail- 


:d with referencR to young men in 
the prime of life impressed most 
people with the necessity of more 
aggressive health program on the 
part of the government, especially 
through tho public schools. Such 
conditions do not exist in all mod 
ern countries and is not necessary 
in any of them—particularly in the 
United States. 


Last winter tho writer had occa 


aion to combine the results of severa 
extensive, physical examinations o: 
.school children. Out of a total o 
more than 1,000,4* school children 
(>5.5 per cent were found defective 
in some way, 52.G per cent had de 
fective teeth, 22.5 per cent defective 
tonsils, 18.8 per cent weie under 
nourished, 14.5 per cent defectiv' 
vision, 9 per cent defective nasa 
breathing, and 8.1 per cent had ade 
noids. 


All of which means if this exteii 


.-live sampling was typical of genera 
conditions, that of the

school children in this country mori 
than 11,000,000 have defective teeth

3,948,000 are undernourished, and 8c 
on. It can readily be seen that ther 
is plenty of room for improveiueu. 
and that the school is not justifie 
in ignoring the situation. In fac 


• 
• 


contributing factor iu many respect 
and most naturally the school shoal' 
do all it can to counteract the in 
fluence. 


Health must be given a high rauk 


if not first place, in the genera 


scheme of things, for of what value 
is an education, or wealth without it? 
Furthermore, as long as the above 
cortditions exist the problem of put- 
ting the school work across satisfac- 
torily is practically impossible. A 
sick or deficient child cannot be 
taught economically. 


Life insurance companies find it 


worth while to spend large sums of 
money in an effort to improve gen- 
eral health conditions. Such means 
are taken because they find it pays 
even though they are carrying a 
risk on the lives of only a compara- 
tively small number of people. They 
re also giving particular attention 
o health work among their policy 
olders. This fact should impress us 
with the value^ qf^aueli work and 
timulato us to maintain the hygiene 
ork in the schools at a high stand- 
rd of efficiency. 
The first thing for the school to do 


s to cooperate with the homo in pre- 
enting the spread of disease and 
lie development of defects. It can 
ruthfully be said that the big rna- 
ority of homos appreciate any as- 
istance which the school is able to 
ive and are demanding up-to-date 
ealth work in tho schools. This is 
lore true at present than ever before 
ineo sickness is becoming more ex- 
ensive and the proper kind of health 
nstruction is becoming more compli- 
ated due to the conditions and in- 
iuences of modern life.

means of transportation, of indus- 
ry, of manufacturing, tho refining 
\nd concentration of food and many 
imilar conditions have greatly com- 
>licated tho problems of adaption 
if the individual to modern life. 


Schools used to close whenever an 


ipidemic broke out in the commun- 
ty, but the efforts of the school in 
controlling such plagues has been so 
efficient that the operation of the 
schools is now considered an effoc- 
ive means of controlling the situa- 
ion. For the 'conduct of such work a 
,rained and experienced person is 
neasseary and wideawake leadership 
s essential. 


Some might think that while the 


;onditions referred to above apply 
elsewhere, that in this favored com- 
munity such is not the ease. It is 
;rue that rural and small cormnuni: 
ties have many natural advantages 
which more congested districts do 
not have; however, this advantage 
is very carelessly lost by indifference 
;oward cooperative health measures

Dr. Thomas D. Wood of Columbia 


university in his survey of New 
York city schools and of rural schools 
,n Pennsylvania found that there was 
about an "even break" between the 
two sections. Dr. Charles Mayo of 
the Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn., 
on page 20 of the Literary Digest 
for Fob. 12, 1927, states that "Chil- 
dren in cities have better advantages 
than those in the country in many 
respects, one being that they were 
freer from bovine tuberculosis than 
those on farms. 
Country children 


have some benefits because of good 
air, but this i.s offset iu the city by 
athletic training, proper hygienic 
care, and other modern advantages." 


Where children are grouped togeth- 


er and spend so much of their timo, 
there naturally is tho logical place 
to impress the lessons of healthful 
living.

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Easter in San Gabriel Valley— 


Easter sunrise services in the green, flowering hills of 


Southern California have done more to convince easterners 
of the desirability of our climate than have the annual 
tournaments of roses on New Year's day at Pasadena. 


Pasadena's rose festival is a marvelous spectacle, and 


not a word of criticism can be aimed at it. It, for one thing, 
has made glorious an otherwise meaningless holiday. While 
the eastern world is within doors and hovering over fires, 
Pasadena draws crowds as great as any world spectacle at 
any time of the year, where thousands renew their pride 
in the southland through the eyes of eastern visitors, un- 
deniably impressed and entertained. 


But Eastertide also is a time of disagreeable spring 


weather in the east and middle west, often a day snow 
squalls, muddy roads, and of thawing and freezing that 
is more remindful of influenza than of the coming to life 
of things. Annually the year is resurrected in a cold and 
clammy stage setting. 


California, especially the southland, is at the very 


height of green and flowering beauty at Easter. It is the- 
time of the real rose festival. While New Year's day may 
at times be balmy and altogether lovely, it is often chilly 
with raw winds from the new-fallen snow on the moun- 
tains, or swept with rain. And at no time in the year are 
the roses fewer than in January. 


We have plenty of room in our calendar of festivals 


to enlarge upon the al fresco Easter services. Churches 
cannot begin to accommodate the crowds that, in some 
measure, would paritcipate in this day of rejoicing. Easter 
is typical of California—its message of resurrection into 
eternal life, perpetual gladness. And nowhere is there such 
a riotous profusion of flowers and such incomparable 
weather as in the San Gabriel valley at Eastertide.

Granite Dyke 


Site Condemned

tlio courses of the mountain front. 
Movements on either of those might 
give rise to a redistribution 
of 


stresses which would necessitate fur- 
ther adjustments within the moun- 
tain mass. Such, adjustments would 
not in my opinion occasion large 
displacements. 


While this is so, it appears that 


whatever risk movement there may 
be in the region traversed by tho 
San Gabriel river that risk is great- 
T at the Granite Dyke site than at 
ihe Forks site. 
The Granite Dyke 


site is located on a zone of rather 
pronounced faults which have a pre- 
vailing strike of N. N". E. and a dip 
;o the west. 
These have each of 


:hem a pronounced fault 
breccia, 


jouge and fluted walls, indicative of 
a larger movement than that which 
characterizes the more prevalent or 
ordinary adjustment slip. 


These faults are in all probabil- 


ty intimately related to the great 
oast-west fault which 
bounds the 


range, a mile and a half or less to 
the south. 
The largest of 
these 


ross faults traverses the proposed 
lam at the Granite Dyke site and 
f movement were to occur on it, it 
,vould undoubtedly break the dam. 
!t may be referred to as the Gran- 
ts Island fault, since it is best ey 
>osecl in a cove on the north side of 
Jranite Island. 


Here between two well deflnited 


slickcnsided and fluted walls is a 
>ody of fault breccia not less than 
eighteen feet wide. To produce such 
a breccia tho amount of movement 
must have been large. To the south 
of Granite Island the Granite Island 
'ault is represented by three faults 
with well denned walls and breccias 
of from one to four feet in width. 
These are exposed on the roadside 
ust to the west of the north portal 
of the new railway tunnel. To the 
north of the dam site, tho Granite 
Island fault, or at least a fault in 
ihe same line having the same gen- 
eral strike and dip and the 
same 


magnitude of fault breccia, is ex- 
posed again at the bend of the river 
at a point 1300 feet N. N. east of 
:he north side of tho proposed dam. 
Still further up stream in the same 
ine is another exposure of a fault 
which is probably the same, altho 
lere the fault breccia is much less 
developed. Tho evidence is clear as 
to general position and course of the 
fault and it is certain that it lies 
lose to the 'east bank of the river 
in the foundation of the proposed 
dam. 


Now it is probable that this is a 


dead fault, and that the stresses 
which caused movement upon it have 
long since been adjusted. But prob- 
ability is not certainty and, iu the 
event of renewal movement on the 
great fault on the southern margin 
of the range, there might be a sym- 
pathetic slip on the Granite Island 
cross fault. There is at least suffici- 
ent risk to cause responsible engin 
eers serious concern. Every construct 
ing engineer will agree with me that 
in the erction of structures whose 
failure would mean great disaster 
and enormous 
loss of life, risk 


should be reduced to the uttermost 
minimum. 


Even if I am right in my opinion 


that the Granite Island fault is a 
dead fault, its existence, clearly ex- 
posed on two aides of a high dam, 
would be a perpetual interrogation 
mark as to tho prudence and wisdom 
of the engineer who built it. People 
iving in the valley lands below the 
dam will alwaya know pf the exist- 
ence of the fault. There will be plen- 
;y of alarmists who will not fail to 
tell them, and during the life of the 
dam these people will be troubled 
jy the apprehension of tho possibil- 
ity of a break which will be sug- 


ested by tho mere existence of so 


real a fault as that exposed at Gran- 
ite Island. 


If I lived in the valley below the 


dam I should not be myself entirely 
free from apprehension, even though 
i should bo fully aware that it was 
highly improbable that any move- 
ment should take place on the Gran- 
ite Island fault. 
I should know all 


the time that probability was not tho 
certainty of safety that good engin- 
eering would provide. I should have 
no such apprehension with regard to 
the dam at the Forks site. There is 
no suggestion of a fault traversing 
it, and it is several miles further re 
moved from the master fault at front 
of the range. 


There are several other faults in 


the zone of cross faults upon which 
the Granite Dyke dam would rest, 
but the Granite Island fault appears 
to be the principal one. The consi- 
derations which flow from its ex- 
istence would apply to the others 
altho they are not so impressive as 
lines of dislocation. In general ] 
would say that there is more risk oi 
accident 
at 
time of heavy earth- 


quake at the Granite Dyke site than 
at the Forks site, and on the princi- 
ple that, in the construction of a 
high dam above a populous valley 
no risk whatever should be taken 
that can possibly be avoided, I re- 
commend the adoption of the Fork? 
site in preference to the Granite 
Dyke site.
